chance on another four-year term as 
vice president, it is conceded the move 
will bolster anti-Hoover republican 
forces. 

Curtis will announce his decision 
in the fall. Meanwhile he is keeping 
his own counsel. Friends say he is 
confronted with pleas from both those 
who would have him run again for 
vice president and those in Kansas 
who would have him campaign against 
Senator McGill, a democrat. 

Certain it is that Curtis has no in- 
tention of retiring from public life. 
Consequently he is keepng a weather 
eye on things. 

While he was one of the outstanding 
foes of President Hoover in the pre- 
convention campaign of 1928, the Kan- 
san has served the Hoover administra- 
tion loyalty since he was nominated 
vice president. He is a regular at- 
tendant of cabinet meetings and al- 
wiuys ready to lend a helping hand. 

But there are no ties to the future 
between Curtis and Hoover. There 
have been rumors of other vice presi- 
dential candidates in the official fam- 
ily of the president. There now is 
speculation of whether Curtis cares to 
risk his fortune again with the Hoover 
organization in a national election. 

The attitude of Curtis is being 
watched particularly by restless repub- 
licans of uncertain strength who are 
speculating on an attempt to overthrow 
Hoover in the next convention. This 
group has its nucleus in the dissatis- 
fied Hoover organization of 1928 in | 
the south headed by Horace Mann. : 

Republicans for various reasons sel- 
dom have renominated a. vice presi- 
dent, however, Thomas Marshall, of 
Indiana, served through the two terms 
with the demoeratic president, Wood- 
row Wilson. In 1928, with President 
Coolidge out of the race and Herbert 
Hoover nominated, the republicans 
turned from Charles G. Dawes to Cur- 
tis of the doubtful farm belt. 

In the gossiping at the capitol there 
also is talk among anti-Hoover repub- 
licans of an attempt to get Calvin 
Coolidge back in the race with Curtis 
or Senator McNary, of Oregon, as his 
running mate. But that is only gos- 
sip and speculation so far ahead of a 
campaign.

tions in this country is upward, and 
will continue so, W. W. Atterbury, 
president of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
said today in addresing the Philadel- 
phia Bond Club. It is possible, he 
added, to go too fast or to try to do 
too much at one time. 

“We will get out of our present dif- 
ficulties,” President Atterbury said, 
“os all great fundamentally rich coun- 
tries ‘have invariably done in the past, 
and 1 hope we@shall manage to do so 
with the minimum amount of ‘mud- 
dling through.’ ~ 

“The maintenance of high living 
standards is a fine and laudable na- 
tional ambition, but perhaps we shall 
be on our way faster toward recovery 
with general realization of ‘the fact 
that there is still some sound truth 
in the old saying that the virtues of 
‘plain living and high thinking,’ and 
that sound economic laws still govern 
and control as always, even in this our 
so-called new era.” 

Atterbury said that the tendency to 
single out the railroads and differ- 
entiate them from other forms of in- 
dustry in expressing concern for them 
in the present musiness situation was 
unwarranted. He expressed the opin- 
ion that the effect of business depres- 
sion upon railroads has been much 
the same as upon industry and com- 
merce in general, and that when con- 
ditions improve here and abroad, rail- 
road traffic and earnings would pick 
up equally with the production of 
steel mills, coal mines and automobile 
plants. 

“It is just as possible,” he said, “to 
have overproduction of transporta- 
tion as it is to have an over-produc- 
tion of industrial and agricultural 
products or commodities. I do not 
wish to be understood as saying that 
in my opinion we have actually reach- 
ed that condition. While I feel that 
we have an abundance of transporta- 
tion facilities, I also believe that ulti- 
mately we will need and profitably 
use them all. Our real requirements 
are to introduce order into the pres- 
ent situation. 

“Railroads are, and long must con- 
tinue to be, the country’s most impor- 
They are 
highly regulated by federal authority 
—in many respects restrictively. Other 
forms of transport, including highway, 
waterway and airway, are not so regu- 
lated, or only to a minor degree. This 


introduces a discriminatory situation | 


and places’the railroads at a disad- 
vantage.” 

Speaking of the general business 
situation, -{r. Atterbury said: 

“The present decline in commerce, 
as distinguished from that of securi- 
ty prices, really began late .in the 
spring or early summer of 1929. It 
has, therefore, been under way nearly 
two years, and precedent certainly fa- 
vors the hope, in which I am glad to 
share, that we are scraping bottom, 
and that the trend should in the not 
far distant future be expected to turn 
upward.”

A SHINING EXAMPLE. 


The county of Campbell is to be 
congratulated upon the manner in 
which justice was vindicated by the 
trial of Fred Griffin, a negro tried 
and convicted in Campbell superior 
court, for the unprovoked murder 
of Sheriff Thomas W. Camp, a be- 
loved citizen of that county. 


Public indignation was stirred to 
white heat by the news of the as- 
Sassination of this faithful officer 
while in the discharge of his duty. 


As uSual, rumors were rife that 
the crime would be promptly ex- 
piated by the visitation of summary 
justice upon the murderer, without 
recourse to the courts of justice. 


Judge John B. Hutcheson was 
holding court in DeKalb county 
when these rumors reached him, and 
he promptly adjourned the court 
and and hastened to the county seat 
of Campbell county, calling into 
conference the mayor of Fairburn, 
the chief of police and other county 
and city officials, urging them to 
promptly take every possible step 
to preserve the enviable reputation 
of Campbell county, for law and 
order. 


With characteristic firmness and | 


diplomacy, this distinguished judge 
demanded a fair and orderly trial of 
the prisoner, and promised a prompt 
and impartial trial, with the state- 
ment that the defendant would be 
given the benefit of able and experi- 
enced counsel, for his defense. 

He mingled with the citizens of 
Campbell county, and his wise coun- 
sel met with spontaneous and unani- 


When the case came on for trial, 
Judge Hutcheson appointed capable, 
fearless and experienced lawyers, 
without expense to the defendant, 
to whom they gave the full benefit 
of their representation without com- 
pensation. 

Although the courtroom was 
crowded to capacity, no military 
guard was invoked, and the trial was 
conducted without the slightest 
manifestation of disorder or disturb- 
ance. 

The charge of the court was full, 
clear and impartial, and after its de- 
liberations, the jury found the only 
verdict possible under the evidence 
and the law. 

The crime committed by the de- 
fendant will be expiated by his elec- 
trocution at an early date, and not 
only the county of Campbell, but 
the entire state of Georgia has been 
spared the merited rebuke of law- 
lessness which always follows mob 
violence. 

Judge Hutcheson, the local offi- 
cials and the people of Campbell 
county, have set an example which 
Should, and doubtless will, be fol- 
lowed in every county where law 
and order are paramount to preju- 
dice and passion. 

They have demonstrated — that 
enforcement of the law, will uphold 
its supremacy, where military aid 
has proven ineffective. 

The record in this case establishes 
the precedent that change of venue,

New Horrors 


For Americans. 

Grand Guignol, the Parisian theater 
of unutterable horrors that has ad- 
mittedly grown rich through the 
patronage of visiting Americans and 
Englishmen, will no longer be alone in 
dishing up gooseflesh dramas and hor- 
rifying mysteries. Two new theaters, 
operating along similar but improved 
lines, will open their doors shortly 
to provide, in the words of the ad- 
vertisements, “that thrill which Amer- 
ican visitors seek while in Paris.” 
This means that they intend to go 
yrand Guignol one or several degrees 
better in nightmare productions. 

The Grand Guignol theater, threat- 
ened with so much competition, in- 
tends to double and treble its scare- 


mongering capacities, lest the monop- 
oly of being the most horror-inspiring 
theater in the world slip from its 
hands. For the past few months the 
pieces shown by the original dispens- 
ers of horror had been remarkably 
free from bloodshed and gore. ‘The 
horrors have been more moral than 
physical. But that policy is to be dis- 
continued forthwith and Grand Guig- 
nol intends to go back to the happy 
days of whispering skeletons, mys- 
terious shadows upon ceilings and 
doors, terrible yells and people scream- 
ing in agony under some particular 
fiendish torture. 

,~ The “Chateau of the Slow Death,” 
one of the masterpieces. of the gory 
past, that drew King Edward in its 
time, and King Victor Emmanuel, the 
ezar of Russia and nearly all the 
other crowned heads of Europe of the 
late ‘00s, is to be revived from its 
grim past and put on with all the 
ingenious devices that modern theater 
rg has developed in the mean- 
ime. 

Grand Guignol has not abolished 
the old custom of having a doctor 
present in the first row. But his 
presence is no longer necessary. Pa- 
risians and strangers alike have be- 
come too accustomed of late years to 
the details of domestic dramas in real 
life to be scared by a weak imitation 
on the stage. There was one piece 
shown once, now to be revived, en- 
titled “The Laboratory of Hallucina- 
tions,” which produced an extraordi- 
nary large crop of faintings. When 
the 12th woman had been carried out 
and a call was sent in for the doctor, 
it was discovered that the physician 
also had fainted. 

The usual program includes two 
comedies and two dramas. The sec- 
ond drama in the show just opened is 
entitled “Gott Mit Uns!” It is a 
war episode, but the writers of the 
piece have not been able to imagine 
anything half as dreadful as many a 
soldier knows from experience. 


French soldiers running across No 
Man’s Land take refuge in an aban- 
doned dugout during a heavy bom- 
bardment. The crashing shells are 
quite realistic. Once inside the cave, 2 
shell blocks the entrance. The men 
resign themselves to their lot and 
decide to wait till a rescue party shall 
deliver them out-of their hole. 


Just at that moment they discover. 


in the depth of the dugout a concealed 
German soldier. This man tells them 
that he has just lit the fuse to a mine 
and that they will all be blown up in 
a moment. But he refuses to disclose 
the spot where the fuse is burning its 
way rapidly to the charge of dyna- 
mite and lignite. 


A horrible situation ensues. Some 
poilus want to kill the German; others 
scream in terror; others again resign 
themselves sullenly to their terrible 
fate. The reseue party is breaking 
through the closed-in aperture, but 
they are warned away by their com- 
rades. At the last moment the Ger- 
man repents and shows the burning 
fuse. It is cut off just in time. But 
at the moment that the German is de- 
livered out of the hole along with the 
others by the rescue party and dashes 
away across No Man's Land back to 
his own lines a shell crashes above his 
head and kills him. 

But what are such plays to com- 
pare with the plays of old, such as 
“Chinese Tortures,” “Red Death” and 
“The Overwhelming Fear’? So ask 
Parisians as they welcome the hot 
competition in horrors that is abont 
to break out between the rival show- 
houses.

Campbell-Fulton merger is not a 
“trnmped-up thing,” but has been dis- 
cussed for three years, he said. _Ex- 
penditures in the Campbell territory 
will be made on the basis of popula- 
tion and not of area, and Campbell 
will not expect Fulton to spend more 
than it gets out of the new territory, 
Mr. Camp said. The only advantage 
to Campbell, he said, will-be to raise 
the standard of education, a thing for 
which that county is willing to forego 
valuable political rights, its 9,903 pop- 
ulation at present being 10 times big- 
ger than Fulton on a proportionate 
political basis. 
Fulton County Expenses. 

Mr. Hendrix pointed out that Ful- 
ton county is ing called upon to 
provide fire stations, contribute to the 
hospitals, establish water and sewer- 
age services, and engage in similar 
enterprises, and that “no other county

of its heavy work along this line, Ful- 
ton has not had to float a single dol- 
lar of bonds, he said. 

Mr. Hendrix.said that in a sheet 
printed in favor-of the merger, the 
Fulton county assessors were quoted 
as saying that it seems that Campbell 
county assessments should be reduced. 
The tax rate will be. reduced, from 
Campbell's 17.5 mills to Fulton's 10 
mills, if the merger is put into effect, 
he said. While opposing the merger, 
Mr. Hendrix said that he does not 
own an acre of land in Fulton county. 
but that he has an interest in 350 
acres in Campbell. 

Tax Hike Threatened. 

Judge Bryan said the result of the 
merger would be an increase in taxes 
and probably an increase in assess- 
ments. More than 80 per cent of Ful- 
ton’s revenue is spent in Atlanta, 
Hapeville, East Point and College 
Park, and if the additional territory 
is to be serviced, money must be with- 
drawn from the municipalities, or 
taxes must be raised, Judge Bryan 
said. 

Judge Bryan said it would be natu- 
ral for Fulton to merge with DeKalb, 
as Atlanta is in both counties and 
Fulton once was part of DeKalb. The 
Campbell-Fulton merger would elimi- 
nate a DeKalb-Fulton merger and 
consolidation of Atlanta and Fulton 
county, he said. 

Emmeit Quinn, president of the 
machinists’ union, spoke in. favor of 
the merger, and Councilman J. Frank 
Beck spoke in opposition. Council- 
man Beck poirted out that if the 
merger is put into effect, Fulton will 
have to put new bridges across the 
Chattahoochee river on the Campbell 
frontage. Mr. Quinn said Georgia 
has too many counties, having 161 to 
Alabama's 67. 

The Campbeil-Fulton merger will 
mean an increase in taxes, R. W. 
Evans, president of the Atlanta Real 
Estate Board, Tuesday night warned 
Fulton voters in an‘address over radio 
station WGST. Mr. Evans asked Ful- 
ton voters if they are going to tax 
themselves to a greater extent volun- 
tarily, and said that this is what 
the merger will mean. It will be put 
into effect at tremendous cost to Ful- 
ton, he said. 

Opposition to the merger has been 
voiced by the Fulton county commis- 
sion, this body warning Fulton coun- 
ty citizens that a tax increase may 
resnit if the merger is put into effect. 
On the other hand, statements issued 
by Homer Gullatt, Campbell county 
representative and author of the mer- 
ger bill, and other sponsors of the 
consolidation have pointed out that the

ORDINARY SURGERY 

Either people are less enthusiastic 
about the operation or doctors are not 
so enthusiastic about it—anyway we 
hear less about having a bone cut out 
of ‘the nose nowadays. 

The medical profession is disgraced 
and the country is cursed with a verit- 
able plague of specialists, nine out of 
ten of our latter day specialists being 
absolutely unqualified to pose as spe- 
cialists. In the nose and throat field 
they’re as thick as thieves and as skil- 
ful as butcher boys. But that’s the 
way the wiseacre population likes ’em. 
We scarcely know what to do about 
the enormous oversupply of specialists. 
I think the easiest way out of it would 


be for us all to quit honest practice | 


cold and go into the specialist racket. 
No more general practitioners—every 
doctor a specialist, and then everybody 
would be happy. The doctor, being a 
specialist, could exact a fair fee for 
his service; the patient, being a simple 
sort, could boast that he has a spe- 
cialist in attendance. This solution of 
the problem involves considerably less 
disturbance of the profession than 
would any wide movement to send the 
half-baked specialists now in the game 
back to honest practice. 

Instead of hacking out the turbinate 
or spongy bodies of. the nose when a 
natient complains his nostril seems al- 
ways clogged or stuffy, the resourceful 
physician today is reducing or shrink 
ing the hypertrophied turbinate by 
means of electro-coagulation. This is 
along the line of the most conservative 
and intelligent surgery, as opposed to 
the old radical removal of such thick- 
ened turbinate bodies. It relieves the 
obstruction without destroying a. use- 
ful functional structure. The function 
of the turbinate or spongy body is to 
warm and moisten the air as it enters 
the lungs. 

This modern diathermy or electro- 
surgical method is as painless as the 
on method, and besides it is blood- 
ess, 

I feel it is fair to say that in many 
cases where nasal operations are in- 
dieated the patients do not receive the 
best or most skillful treatment avail- 
able unless they are provided with the 
advantages of this modern method. 


It is now far past the day when a 
doctor could brazen it out by assur- 
ing his trusting patrons that this new- 
fangled “electric” method is “‘no good,” 


“too dangerous” or “leaves too much | 


sear’’-<every one of these objections is 
invalid unless the patient is informed 
at the same time that old-fashioned 
surgery is open to the same objections 
and others besides. 


In reminding the public that dia- 
thermy or electro-coagulation is the 
method of choice, where one can af- 
ford the best and the necessary skill 
is available, in most cases of infected 
tonsils, adenoids, or hypertrophied tur- 
binates, not to mentain numerous oth- 
er nose and throat conditions common- 
ly demanding surgical remedy, I do 
not mean to imply that this new :-meth- 
od is suitable for young children. As 
a matter of fact it is seldom suitable 
in the case of a child less than 10 
years old, and only exceptionally skill- 
ed and patient physicians will attempt 
to extirpate a young child's tonsils 
with diathermy. Some childen five or 
six years old are so well behaved and 
tractable that a doctor with a knack 
of controlling children can use dia-’ 
thermy very successfully.

Crrackers Rally To Beat Pels, 5-1, and Go in Tie for Third Place 


Inside Story of How New Orleans 
Won the Attendance Cup! 


This column is indebted to a 15-year-old boy, student at the 
largest New Orleans high school, for the inside story of how 
Hew Orleans got in the way of claiming 17,608 paid admis- 
sions opening day. 

This information came to this desk unsought. The 
young man was prompted by a boyish spirit of justice. 

His revelations are not so startling, either, in some re- 


spects. And they are plumb humorous in many ways. 
Here are a few high lights of how the Pelican authorities 
and the ‘“‘Kop the Kup Kommittee” of citizens worked to pro- 
duce their miracle: | 
1.—The New Orleans schools offered to let all stu- 
dents out at 11:40 a. m. who bought 15-cent tickets. 
Those who did not buy had to stay the full time until 
3 p. m. Naturally any boy would pay 15 cents to get 


out of school early. | : 

2.—A few of the school boys went. Most of them, 
however, sold their tickets for what they could get or 
threw them away. Many were sold to negroes who were 
admitted to their own section of the field. 

3.—The 12-year limit was not observed; my corre- 
spondent, 15 years old, bought one, as did his school- 
mates who had f5 cents. 

Here is the text of the letter from my volunteer operative: 


Dear Mr. Danforth: a 
In the interest of fair play I am taking the liberty of writing 


ou. 

New Orleans claims she had close to 18,000 people at the 
opening game here on Friday past. If this is so then why do the 
sports writers here, who are supposed to know the seating ca- 
pacity of the park, estimate the crowd at 13,000 the following 
morning? In my opinion they estimated correctly. 

It is ensily explained. The schools required the students in 
New Orleans to buy tickets in order to leave at 11:40 a. m., or 
remain in school until the regular time of 3 p. m. You can guess 
what the students did, or rather those that had 15 cents. 

Being a student at the largest boys’ high in the city, I know 
that a large percentage, I should say two-thirds, of the students 
did not attend the game, either selling their tickets or throwing 
them away. Apparently they purchased tickets in order to get 
out of school earlier. 

When school was dismissed I saw numbers of students selling 
tickets downstairs for what they could get, and as I approached 
the park quite a number of boys were offering their school tickets 
for as low as 5 cents, and not only were tickets sold to children, 
but the negro ticket taker in left field was collecting school 
tickets from men who would feel elated if you were to call them 
middle-aged. ae 

Il am sure that you have read the New Orleans papers and 
doubtless have scen where the writers said 9,000 were in the 
stands. If you will look at the pictures, then let your eyes wan- 
der to the outfield where school children had to stand, you can 
get a fair idea of the real attendance. The field shows less than 
half of the number in the stands. 

It has always been my understanding, Mr. Danforth, that at- 
tendance means being present at a certain function, and not merely 
the purchasing of the ticket. Yet those are the tickets the ‘Kop 
the Kup” committee are counting. They admit this in today’s 
Picayune. By the same token all season tickets could be rated 
as ‘‘present.”’ 

In today’s Picayune Mr. William Daly, chairman of the “‘Kop 
the Kup” committee, is quoted thus: ‘When I read that President | 
Spiller, of Atlanta, had told all sizes and shapes of ‘kids’ to come | 
in for 15 cents, and that no questions would be asked, I burned 
up. We adhered strictly to the 12-year limit; none of our high 
school students could be included at the 15-cent rate.” 

I am very curious to know just how they get around selling 
me a ticket, as well as some 999 schoolmates of mine, the Tribune 
of last Friday saying: ‘‘The high schools sent in the largest orders, 
the Warren Easton, Alcee Fortier and Samuel J. Peters asking for | 
1,000 each.”’ It looks like ‘‘dirty work at the crossroads.” | 

I have written this to let Atlantans know that they really won | 
the cup, even though Mr. John D. Martin may not place it in the | 
hands of its rightful owners. 

I am not yet 16 years of age, and a Georgian, which last fact 
I wish to emphasize, has naught to do with this letter. By adop- 
tion New Orleans now is my city, but even so I do not want to 
see her “Kop the Kup” except upon a strict attendance record. 
These belated school returns have no place, in my opinion, in 
the attendance count. 

If your wisdom prompts you to use any part of this letter, I'll | 
ask you to kindly delete my name, as I do not care to bring un- | 
necessary trouble upon myself. However, should you use any of | 
the stuff, and an official demand later be made for the name of | 
your informant, then and in that event you are at liberty to 
give it. Keefe is reasonably fair to Atlanta, but Drigby and Mar- 
tinez always see Atlanta as “through a glass, darkly’’—and black 
it themselves. 


Not that it matters a great deal which city wins the attend- 
ance cup—and far be it from our town to begrudge New Orleans. 
any glory that may go with the feat—but this is published in the 
belief that it presents an actual picture of the humorous condi- 
tions of the sale and collection of tickets on opening day in New 
Orlean. #4 


NO NEED NOW FOR A PROBE. 

From the New Orleans front comes the word that a full 
investigation will be agreeable. 

Bill Keefe, here covering the series for the Times Picayune, | 
received the following telegram yesterday in the press box from 
W. T. Daly, chairman of the Elks’ ticket selling committee: 

“Tell any and all Atlantans that we welcome an in- 
vestigation of records on opening day ball game as com- 
piled by public and parochial schools and New Orleans 
baseball officials.” 

This we publish by way of telling the world. 

However, it seems that our 15-year-old operative has cleared 
the whole matter in his letter printed above. 


WHAT OF IT? 

Perhaps it is fortunate that New Orleans overplayed her 
hand in trying to count all school children who paid 15 cents to 
get out of school at noon as cash customers at the ball game. 
It may lead to the formulation of rules governing the annual at- | 
tendance race competition. | 

But come to think of it, why not let New Orleans 
count all children whether they attend the game or not? 

Counting full price admissions, only Atlanta will win the 
attendance cup annually from now,on. It would get tiresome | 
lf we kept winning the thing year after year.

of contact then your golfing wor- 
ries are Over. 


Of course, the whole theory is 
in the timing. 

Note that the shoulders, hands 
and clubhead all come into the 
shot at the same time. 

There is no jumping, the play 
is made against the left leg. 

The right arm is held close into 
the side which means the ball will 
be hit from the inside-out, this 
avoids any slicing and will hook 
for distance rather than roll short. 


The head is an important fac- 
tor, held steady, and concentrated 
into the punch which avoids that 
habit of looking up, which brings 
the shoulders away from their na- 
tural position. 

The greatest fault with the be- 
ginner in golf is the swaying of 
the Lips. He will swing back and 
forth with the motion of the 
swing rather than hold them 
steady, using them as a turning 
point. 

Note the hips, at the point of 
contact, are at right angles to the 
club. For the left, or the right 
hip, to lead or drag, means to 
throw the ball off line and retard 
or force the follow through. 


Probably the best way to solve 
this contact stroke is to start tak- 
ing it easy, from the start, until 
you have fully acquainted your- 
self with the positions of the 
shoulders, hands and clubhead. 


After a few drives you may 
start punching them a bit harder 
until you have grooved the swing. 

Do not worry where the ball is 
going. After you have become 
accustomed to the swing you can 
learn to place the shot.

S. Kendrick Guernsey, of Orlando, 
Fla., former district governor and 
past vice president of Rotary Inter- 
national and chairman of the boys’ 
work committee of the international 
organization, discussed juvenile delin- 
quency, urging preventive rather than 
curative measures, 

W. Lee Branch, of Quitman, spoke 
on the luncheon program.

Anderson Speaks. 

The Rotarians today were told the 
people of Georgia were too prone, 
when something happened, to look 
around for someone to blame it on 
instead of taking the blame. 

W. T. Anderson, editor of the Macon 
Telegraph, whose address was a high- 
spot of the meeting, said that individ- 
uals are responsible for any improve- 
ment of Georgia. 

With the assertion that cotton has 
been the only basis of credit in Geor- 
gia since the War Between the States. 
Mr. Anderson, suggested that Rotary 
appoint an agricultural committee to 
help farmers diversify and obtain 
eredit through other crops.

Here, he 
said, the farmer could bring his prod- 
uce, leave it for disposal by a _ bond- 
el manager of the exchange, obtain 
receipts, and credit on the receipts. 
People would know where to go to 
buy the farmer's products, Mr. An- 
derson said, if such places were pro- 
vided and the farmer would have 
a better system of marketing. 

In this connection he referred to a 
woman in Athens, who started a curb 
market through which in 1929 alone 
preduce valued at $230.000 had been 
sold.

CONDUCT OF FAIRBURN 
MURDER TRIAL LAUDED 


FAIRBURN, Ga., April 21.—The 
trial and conviction of Fred Griffin 
in Fairburn superior court yesterday 
attracted more interest and attention 
than any prosecution in Campbell 
county within the memory of the old- 
est inhabitant. : 

The defendant, a negro, was charged 
with the murder of Thomas W. Camp 
on April 3, 1931, and was arrested 
with the pistol of the dead man in 
his possession. 

Deceased was, and had been for 
many years, sheriff of Campbell coun- 
ty and was related to many of te 
leading citizens in the county. 

On account of his popularity the 
news of his murder, in the discharge 
of his duty, spread like wildfire, and 
the arrest of Fred Griffin gave rise 
to many rumors of promised dis- 
turbance. 

Judge John B. Hutcheson, in 
whose circuit Campbell county is lo- 
cated, immediately adjourned his court 
in Decatur and proceeded to Fairburn, 


where he conferred with city and coun- 
ty officials, pleading for a due and 
orderly trial of the prisoner, promis- 
ing that the case would be tried be- 


fore a jury of Campbell county citi- |: 


zens, without undue delay. 

His prompt and wise counsel met 
with ready response, and Chief Grover 
C. Bentley, of the Fairburn police, 
took personal charge of the situation, 
with the full co-operation of the citi- 
zens of Campbell county. 

When the case was called for trial 
in Fairburn on Monday morning Judge 
Hutcheson announced his purpose ‘o 
give the defendant as fair as trial 
as would be accorded to any citizen of 
the county, and announced the ap- 
pointment of Judge Edgar Watkins, 
Sr., and Frank Hooper, Sr., of At- 
lanta, Ga., to represent the defendant, 
on account of their ability and ex- 
perience. 

The state was represented’ by 
Claude Smith, solicitor of the Stone 
Mountain circuit, who was assisted 
by Emmet Owens, solicitor of the Grif- 
fin circuit, and J. Wilson Parker, of 
Fairburn. 

In spite of the fact that the court- 
room was crowded to capacity the 
trial proceeded with decorum, and 
after Judge Hutcheson’s charge the 
jury rendered a verdict of guilty, and 
the defendant was sentenced to be 
electrocuted on Monday, May 18. 

Announcement was promptly made 
by defendant’s counsel that no appeal 
from the verdict and sentence would 
be entered. 

Judge Hutcheson was the recipient 
of enthusiastic commendation by the 
people of the entire community for the 
firmness and diplomacy manifested by 
him, which secured a+ prompt and 
impartial trial for the negro murderer, 
without manifestations of disorder of 
any kind.

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HIGHLIGHTS OF WALL STREET 


By CHARLES W. STORM, 
Editor, the News Service of Wall Street. 


NEW YORK, April 21.—(NANA) 
Fear regarding the ultimate results of 
the readjustment now going. on in 
business, labor and social conditions 
throughout the werld, continued to 
dominate the stock market today and 
found reflection in new low prices 
which in many instances were the 
lowest in two years. With pivotal 
stocks, such as United States Steel 
common, New York Central and 
Standard Oil of New Jersey, selling 
at lower prices than those recorded in 
the last big decline of 1930, the Street 
became a place of considerable gloom 
and apprehension. 

Wall Street, which starts with a 
graveyard at one end and finishes up 
with the East river, was flooded with 
stories of big stock market losses and 
gossip of new financial troubles grow- 
ing out of the steady depreciation in 
prices that has been going on for the 
last four weeks. The length of the 
current decline is a source of much 
discouragement. 

SPECIALTIES BREAK SHARPLY. 

The specialty group was again hard 
hit today, sharp declines being record- 
ed in many issues. Ingersoll Rand, 
which has been a feature of the weak- 
ness, continued downward, closing 
with a net loss of 17 points for the 
session. International Business Ma- 
chines lost 4 points, Western Union 
slightly more than 4 and Worthington 
Pump 4. ° Industrial Rayon, which 
has been under pressure for a week 
lost 5 points. 

RAILROADS WEAK. 


Weakness in the railroad shares 
and some sharp declines accompanied 
reports current in the Street that 
railroad officials were holding con- 
ferences with labor representatives in 
an effort to bring about a readjust- 
ment of wages. This news served to 
direct attention to the _ shrinkage 
which has occurred in transportation 


income and led the Street to believe 


that railroad dividends would have 
to be reduced before the transporta- 
tion executives could consistently ask 
for reduced wages. New York Cen- 
tral broke 4 points to a new low fig- 
ure. Union Pacific dropped more than 
5 points and [llinois Central almost 
that much. Establishment of new 
low prices for investment railroad 
stocks is declared to reflect liquidation 
induced by fear of reduced dividends. 
TELEPHONE DECLINES. 

Notwithstanding the optimistic ut- 
terance of the previous day by Wal- 
ter S. Gifford, president of the Ameri- 
ean Telephone & Telegraph Company, 
that stock lost 4 points and closed 
near the lowest price of the day.

SAVE CHINESE SCHOOL 


NANKING, April 21.—(#)—The 
$12,000,000 (gold) bequeathed by the 
late Miss Ella Wendel, of New York, 
described as the world’s “loneliest and 
richest woman,” to the Methodist 
Theological Seminary of this city, has 
put new life into the institution.
